The daily
svarage number of persons employed
in the mine last year was 96 Earop-
eany ard 661 patives in the claims,
and 101 Europeans sad 602 natives
on the floors. The rates of wages
paid here were sbout the same as
those carried on in the Kimberley
mine. The crea of diamondiferous
ground at Old De Beer's is very ex-
teusive as compared with the Kim
berley mine; at the same time the
blee ground of Old De Beer's is not
8o rich as that of the Kimberley
mine in the production of gems, The
pamber of ¢laims in the Dntuitspan
mine is returned at 1,631, of which
1,395 were more or less worked in
1843, Ahout one third of the claimns
were worked uninterraptedly, and
upwards of funr bundred wure work-
ed for an average of 250 days.

The Growth and Age of Ceal.

In the discussion which has been
guing on for some time with respect
to the probable age of the world, no
reference appears to bave been made
as to the sge of coal, although from
a geologist's point of view one would
think that there was an important
sud interesting relationship between
the two. The theory that coal was
formhed by dnftwood carried down
by currents of streams and rivers
and embedded in estaaries bave long
been given up, and there are now
scarcely two opivions as to how it
Jtu;ﬂduesd. There is, indeed, no

soru idea of this vast indostry. The | ance

question that the material of which
conl 18 composed grew in the places
where the coal is now met with, and
that it was the result of decomponed
vegelable matter at & time when
vegetation was io a state of luxari-
which has pever since been
approached. Tois =il be inferred
from tho estinwate made by some of
the ablest geologists that it must
have taken st least 4 tons of vege-
table matter te form 1 ton of coal, so
that aecording to this view we must
now dig up &t the rate of 960,000,000
tons of vegetable matter annually.
The strata that run betwesn the
saams of coal also show plainly that
there must have besn au enormous
subsidence of the bed of the sea at
differert timas during the growth of
the carboniferous period, the sesms
Leing several thousand feet in thick-
ness, Bat the coal itself was of very
slow growth judeed—slower then
many persons probably have any eon
coption of. Mr. Maclaren, who, per-
baps, more than any other, Jevoted
time and research tu the sabject,
arrived ot the conc¢lusion that it re-
quired 1,000 yours st least to fofrm s
bed of ecoul 1 yard in thicknoss
This would give a vast number of
years Lo be counted only by thous-
snds, fur the formstion of some of
our coalfields. Taking the South
Wales' coal-field—the largest in
Great Britrin, wilh the exception of
the Clyde Basin—there is & combined
vertical thickness of cual equal to
120 feot, with vast sedimentary
Inyers or beds between each seam of
coul. Teking toe estimote slluded
to as to the time required for the

bsve required a period of 40,000
yearf for the formation of the coal
in the South Wales' field. In addi
tion to this, there is the sedimentary
material to be taken nto considers
tion, which may be taken at 12.000
feot. Assuming that this was de-
posited at the rate of 2 feet in every
100 years—and some eminent writers
consider the progress was fur slower
then this—it would bave occcupred
at least 640,000 years to produce the
South Wales' coal-field. Prof. Phil-
lips, in his *Life on the EartL,” as-
sames that the carbonaceons por-
tions of the South Waies' coal field
were stored up st the rata of 1 ineh
1a every 1272 years, These figures
will vot only give some 1dea of the
growth of the coal, but may also be
of some little use to these gentlemen
who are disputing as to the age of
the world, seeing that the formation
of cosl mwust ovidently have some-

abstrose matter, the snrroundings of
which must be so highly speculative.

New Drilling Metheds,

From France comes reports of sn
escouraging character eoncerning
su invenlion made by Wickershi-
ner and A. Perch, the former a nun-
ing engineer and the latter a Cap-
taio in the French Corps of Engin-
eers. They gavein the Avnales des
Mines the detsils of a nomber of ex
periments that promise well. They
have tried to solve io a new way the
old problem ol enlarging the lower
part of a drill hole, with the object
of permitting a beavier charge o}
the explosive to be unsed. Mesars.
Wiekersbeimer and Perch drill two
holes, parallel with and close to one
another. They give one of them a
light charge, tamping and firiog it
1 Lbe usnal way, wh-ee tho other re-
mains open. The result is thav the
wall batween the lower part of the
two boles is blown away,
the debris is removed by forcing =

charge. It will be readily under-
stood that this motbod is particn-
larly useful in breaking in or mak
ing the first cut into the face. The
results, as we Lave stated, are decid-
edly encoursging, and while it is of
eourse probable that it will fall in
many instances, owivg to local eir
cumstances, nolably the tendency of |
some rocks to shatter at the first
charge in such a maoner that the
debrix cannot be got ont of the hole|
easily, there can be no aounbt that
the new system will prove bLighly
advantageons iu many cases. Asa
new means of reducing the cost of
undergronnd excavations, it will be
welconed by mavy.—Nevada City |
